RESULT OF THE ELECTION.

The electoral lists are being closed.  Their
eleprest sum ie  Palmerston’s trivmph, a great
change in the personnel of the House, iuvolving
sbout one-fourth of its ald members, and ite un-
precedented loss in intellectual churscter. The
compututions, however, of the English papers ns
to the numerical foree of the Minieterial majority,
their bickerings nnd squabbles ubout  these compu-
tatione, and still more, their classifications under
exploded rubries of the newly-returned members,
are silly work altogether. While The Morning
Fost, for instance, glories in & Ministerial majority
of #0 votes, the Disrseli Pross estimates the Juss
of its own men at four in the bnruughn and about
90 in the countivs, According to The London Times,
the exclusion of the Peelites aud the Manchester men
and professionsl Protectionists bns restored Parlis-
ment to ite status guo ante, und delivered it back to
ita legitimute owuers, the antediluvisn parties of
Whigs aud Tories, It would fain persuade the
world that “the British people have gone back to what
** they were some thirty yeurs ago.”  The Dieracli
Press s not very far from idorsing The Times's opin-
jon.  Thig eptimiist ereed, with which the oligarehy
muy try to comfort thetuselves, is, however, no more
sheurd than that of the sham Rudicals, sueh as The
Eraminer. ** A Reform Parlinment,” says it, *an-
“ewers to Lord Palmerston's appeal.”  He has
neked for a lot of lackeys, and the enlightened coun-
try, that is to say, 8 small minority of privileged
electors, returna bis compliment by sending him &
bund of tribuves of the people!  While roaring
 Pulmerston forever ! they are only pliying  trick
on the wily Viscount ! If the vew Parliament ini-
tinte u great movement, it will be certainly no fault
of its own, snd Great Britain, like Sinbad the Sailor,
will find it more difficult to throw off the old man
thin to saddle him on her shoulders.

In comparing the new House to its predecessors,
it seems epportune to begin with the old parlivment-
ary sections that huve completely vunished during the
electorul struggle—the Peclite fruction and the Man-
chester School.

W hig runks trom the niemory of old fouds, aud the
eonviction, eherished by themselves and acee e to
a certain degree by the publie, that the administru-
tive taleut of thecountry centered in them; prevented
by their aristoeratic connections trom nixing into
otie mmss with the Mauchester School, sure of in-
fineneing Parlinmentary debates from the rhetorieal
ability of some of their members,—this prententious
nueleun of self-gtyled statesmen fluctuated uncertain,
impossible of claksification, und representivg under
the form of u peenliar Purlismentary purty the de-
composition of all Parlismentary purties effectad by
Peel's frec-trade. legislation,  This prineiple of dis-
solution to which they owed their origin, they worked
out by helping to overthrow the Derby Ministry,
and by giving their nomiual chief to the combination
of parties known ne the Coulition Cubinet or the Cab-
inet of all the talents.  On the visible precipitation
of the Purlismentary dissolving process, on their
bund devolved the honor of hoisting the colors under
which the mutusl suicide of the old parties was to
be consummated. While thus securing to them-
selves for 8 moment & supreme position, they were
simultanconsly destroving the only reason for their
existence us i sepurate body.  The joint stock power
of the combined parties ended necessarily in their
common impotence and their joint prostration before
one mun.  The Peelites held the ladder on which
Pelmerston mounted.

Having already, in 1552, Jost hulf of their forees
on the electoral battle-field, the elections of 1257
have swept awny their whole rank and file. The
two Philimores, Lord Hervey, 8ir G. Clark, Sir
Staflord Northeote, Lord W, Powlett, A. Gordon,
Sutton, Harcourt, Lushiogton, Smythe, Sir T. W,
lltﬂ; of East Indian memory, Roundell Palmer,
and lastly, Mr. Cardwell, are all gone, The lust-
named gentletonn bad, on Palmerston’s accession to
the Premiership, had the Chanecellorship of the Ex-
chequer offered to him, which he declined, bowever,
on the advice of Gladstone, Grabam & Co. Yet, in
the dying session of the uow buried House of Com-
mons, hoping to take the wind out of Gladstone's
sails, be seceded from  his friends and voted on the
Budget division with Palwerston.  Finally, during
the Canton debutes, being spprebensive lest the
tide should turn, be aguin shifted sides, returned to
the Peelite circle, sud countersigned Mr. Cobden’s
motion of ecusure, This gentleman is thus a true
attern of the curious associntion, distinetive of the
Yeclite clique, of morul vicety with unserupulous
place-bunting. The whale Peelite rank and file being
now gone to the wall, there remain only its three
generals, Mr, Gladstone, Sir Jumes Graham and
Mr. Herbert, three units unable to formn a trinity,
opposite as they are to one another by origin and
predilections; Sir Jumes Graham having started into

blie life from Radicalism, Mr. Gladstone from bigh

oryism, and Mr. Herbert as a nondescript,

One revelstion made by Mr. Herbert on the hust-
ings to hik South Wilts constituenta is characteris-
tic of the manner in which Pamerston did the
Peelites. Nothitng hnd made them so unpopular ag
the conduet of the Russisn war, aud especially the

ring of Odesa, which was accounted for by Mr.
Herbert being the nephew of Privce Woronzof,
Foremost in spreadivg the envenomed calumny were
Palmerston’s myrmidoms, such as The Morning
Post, The Sun, and The Morming Advertiser.  Now,
Mr. Herbert told his eleetors that he bad actually
wgned an order to attack Odessa, and that on bis
secession from office Lord Palmerston issued the
order to I:r.\n- the place. This ranks on oue line
with Lord John Russell's revelsmon an the City of
Landon hustings.

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CONDITION OF FACTORY LABORKRS.
Corterpondence of the N Y. Tribune

Loxpox, April 7. 1=57.

The reports of the Inepectors of Factories, w hich
bave been recently issued for the half year endiog
Tt Oetober, 1556, form a valuable contribution to
the social anatomy of the United Kingdom. They
will ot a little belp toexplain the reactionary atti-
tude taken by the mill-lords during the present
general eleetion.

During the Seseion of 1556, 8 Factory Act was
smuggled through Parliament by which the * radi-
cal” milllords first altered the law in regard to
the fencing of mill-gearing and machinery, and
recondly introduced the prineiple of arbitration in
the disputes between masters and men.  The one
law purported to provide for the better protectivn
of the limbs and lives of the factory laborors: the
other to place that protection under cheap courts of
equity. In fuet, the latter law intended to cheat the
factory-laborer out of law, and the former to cheat
Lim out of bis lmbe. I quote from the joiot report
of the Tuspectors:

o Under the new statute, persons whose ordoary
orcupation brings them nesr to mill gearing, and who
wre covsequently well sequainted with the dangers to
which their employment e¢xposes them, and with the
pecessity of caution, a!l:dprn nected by the law while

rotection bas been withdraien from those who may
E.- obliged, in the execution of special arders, to sis
pend their ordinary oceupation and to place them-
selves in positions of danger, of the existence of
which they are not conscious, and from which, by
renson of their iguorence, they are upable to protect
tliemselves, but who, ou that very aceount, would ap-
pear to require the spevial protection of the Legisla-
ture,”

The arbitration elsuse, in its turn, preseribes that
the srbitrators shall be chosen from persous ** skilled
“in the construction of the kind of mschingry” by
which bodily barm is inflicted. Tn one word, eu-
gineers und machine-makers are entrusted with the
monopoly of arbitration, ' It appears to us,” say
the Inspectors, ** that cngineers and machine-
pnakers ought to be eonsidered as disqualified 10
“ pet as factory arbitrators, by reason of their con-
« poction in trade with the factory occupiers, who
 gre their customers.”

Under ruch provisions, it is not to be wondered
at thut the number of accidents arising from ma-
chinery, such ax deuth, sinputations of hands, arms,
logs or firet, frneture of limbs and bones, of head
o faee, lacerntions, contusions, &c., amount, du-
viug the xix months euding on the Hlst October,
=54, to the appalling mumber of 1,018, Twenty
cuses of denth, inflicted by machinery, are regis-
tered in the industrial bulletin for balf & year—about
ten times the number lost by the British Navy du-
ring its glorious Canton msssacre.  Siuce the mill-
lurds, so fur from endesvoring to protect the lives
and limbs of their laborers, are thus only bent on
escaping payment for arms and legs lost in their ser-
vice, and shifting the cost of the wear aud tear of
their apimated machines from their own. shoulders,
it need not surprise us that, according to the
officinl reports, **overworking, in vielation of
the factory met, is on the incrcase.” Over-
workiug in the terme of that nct, means employing
voung persons for a Jonger time per duy than is
fegully allowed.. This is done in various ways: By
beinning work' before six in the morning, hy vot
stopping it at six in the evening, and by abridging
the terms the law bns fixed for the meals of the
wurkpeople.  There are three periods of the da
when the steam-engine starts, viz., when the worl
beging in the morning, and when it ix resutned nfter
the two meals of breakfust and dinver; and there
wre three ]n-rimln when it stops, viz., at the begin-
ning of each meal-time and when the work ceases in
the evening.  Thus there are six opportanities when
five minutes muy be stolen, or half n hour each day.
Five minutes a dny’s increased work, multiplied by
weeks, is equal to twoand one-half days of produce
in the year; but the fraudulent overworking goes
far beyond that smount. 1 quote Mr. Leonard
Florner, the Fuctory luspector for Lancashire:

“The profit to be gawed by such illegal overwork-
ing mppenars to be & greater temptation than the maa-
ufneiurers can resist. They caleulate upon the chance
of not being found out; and when they see the rmall
amount of penalty and costs which those who have
been convicted have had to pay, they fiod that if they
should be detected there will #till be a considerable

balauce of gain.” -
Beside the trifling fines imposed by the factory

aet, the mill-owners took good care to have it so
framed, that the greatest fucilities are afforded for
poreing by its enactments, and ns the inspectors
unauimously declare, **almost insuperable difficul-
“tips prevent them from putting an effective stop to
“the i[“i‘gll working.” They also concurin stigum.
tizing the willful commission of fraud by persons of
large property; the miead contrivances o which
they have recourse in order to elude detection; and
{he base intrigues they set on foot against the in-
spectors and sub-inspectors entrusted with the pro-
tection of the factory elave. Tn bringing forward &
charge of over-working, the inspectors, -uh-i:':r-c.
tors, or their constables, must be prepared to
cwenr that the men bave been employed at illegsl
hours.  Now, suppose they appear ufter 6 o'cluck
inthe evening. The manufscturing machinery is
immediately stopped, and although the pzm could
be there for no other purpose than sttending upon
it, tke charge cannot be sustained, by reason of the
wording of the act. The workmen ure then sent
out of the mill in great haste, often more door than
one facilitating their rapid dispersion. In some in-
stances the gas was extinguished, when the sub-
Inepectors eutered the rovi, leaving them suddenly
in darkness smong complicated machinery. Ia
those places which bhave nrqmnﬂ a notoriety for
over-working, there is an organized [_-].nn (ur pving
notice at the mills of the spproach of an fuspector,
sorvants nt ruilway stations and at iuue being em-
ploved fur this purpose. .

I hese yumpyres, fattening on l_h-" life-blood of the
voung working generation of their own country, are
they oot the fit companions of the Hr_.tllk opinm
smiigelers, and the natural supporters of the * truly
British Ministers " :

arrive he is off as quick s his shndow, lisst in an un-
expeeted subterrancan of the Palace of the Caesars,
or next seen emerging from an unmasked columba-
rium in a garden of chicory, telling the gandener of
the arabesques beneath, nnd sl about some
Ghiotto frescoes m o walled-off corridor in the
chureh neross the held,  Anon at the Vatican, in
citizen's dress, he is louking at a puge Greek bit, too
mutilated for Red Book rhapsodies, but just whole
encugh to hold & heart or pulee: and the next we
bear of bim he hos found something of promise in
an unknown artist's studio, or is extolling something
Ruskin never saw or wrote sbout, und all the Royal
Academicians are ignorant or blind to; regaling
himself continually with tit-bits neither fiushionable
por conventioual, doing the socratic with the rieh as
boldly as with the poor, busking down all peopla and
things to their kernel, giving the husks to the swine,
sowing the good seed on good ground, and leaving
the bad to rot or come to tarvs.  Again we find him
ruting the Apollo, the Torso Delvidere and the Dy-
ing Gladiator st their full value, snd rendering honor
to whom honor is due, in the works of Raphael nod
Michael Angelo, but reserving his superlatives for
things better still, having & place (or everything, and
wversthing in ite place, with an order astonishing
ard " inccmprehensible to those who would pile
wll, pellmell, on the top ghelf.  Though not
a lion bunter, Leather-Stocking makes  the
old lions cower ux effectunlly ns Gerard’s sure
shote; and before him Prinee, the Liow of
of Lebore, is tame as a kid, and the Donesses, Mrs,
Jamison, Mre. Guekill and Mrs. Stowe, are as playful
as maidens, and all the big bugs and little buge take
rank and make file in their order of werit, and buzz
ofl safe as buzzards, leaviug in great relief Margaret
Fuller's observation on the vaturul history of bous,
that, when seen close to, their pranks are much Lke
those of other animals. Whether Laeather Stock-
ing ean be called, popularly speakiog, a friend or an
enemy, 1 eannot say; on some be leaves & sbame-
shadow, on others a glow of delight; to suine he s
the skeleton of their house, to others ns their
honsehold god. just as their aflections take him.
But the most we kuow of this rare old wonder is
from hearsay, or from occasional short encounters
on his trails, or from hints gathered fresh from
where he has just gone, or from rehearsals of bis
propensities by some fellow-companion, s at our
visit to F. the other day, who uever tires of his
ﬂllvg}'.

F. is one of Leather Stocking's cronies—niore of
& maniaist and less universal than be, but yet akin
in loves: and so always friends that look each other
in the eye. F.came a pensiover to Kowe from
Pirdmont at the age of fifteen, and sinee then for
forty years he has traced his designs, smoked his
cigar and taken his coffee ut the same littls table at
the Greeco, and inhabited the sune high, sunless
roums in the Piazza San Pietro, loking out on the

im, vine-deviced walls connreting St. Angelo and
the Vatican, spite of damp, dark and solitude, cov-
ering his cherighed nest-eggs, end hatehing out hints
which the world steals, nurtures and is proud of,
while his own brooding patience is more content and
bappier in the batching thau in the rearing of ite
ofieprivg.

bits, as bints in Art's compositions, and short hand
churneters in suggestion of the images which art
wakes of God's things, Books and casts cover the
shelses, chairs and tables; pointings, drawings and
engravings cover the walls; hands, heads, small,
round, relievo babies, Venuses, Herculoses, dangle in
Jdaster from their familiar naile.  Photographs,
L-r.rl and murbles join in the interesting confusion,
An English atd an Halian pupil sit in oue corner at
their drawing.

In the inner sanctum lie the cigar nibs of unswept
years.  There is no sun, no stove or fireplace,
though ice lies often beneath the windows, and s
little hand-pot of conls is F.'s warmest companion,
begging pardon of the cignr which she riv ale. We
walk softly among the easts of statnes, not to dis-
turh the dust quivering on their planes and upper
surfaces,  One after anotber, sketch and picture,
from Ghietto to Guido, sre placed before us;  origi.
pal drawings of Raphael and Michael Angelo stand
glaged sbout ue.  On one table are clay-modeled
cnndidates for bis statues; and in its great drawer
stuinp shetches, or full-shaded drawings, as eandi-
didates for his pictures—their numbers incressing
from year to year, wiiting to go into canvas or
marble, while their master is composing, contem-
plating stilly and never qomp!etin:: waiting now,
more particularly, that his eyes may grow eclearer,
or his band steadier, in the warmer weather, that he
mny put some into etchings nnd lithographs for the
beniefit of the more exeentive body of his profession,
who, like birds of prey, live more on the lives of
others than by their own honest huntings.  Fifty
Huly Familice, pure as Raphaels, with genera-
tions of Adams and Eves asud Veouses and
sacred nud mythologicnl subjects, abound in his
trensury, beside the velumes of lost studies and
sketches, stolen and appropriated to their fame
by more funous names, There are his etch-
ings of 150 pictures from the best composers,
bis drawings of the Parthenon marbles, his studies
from the antique, his comparstive anatomy, his
proportions of the human figure drawn and demon-
strated, then hie old books and manuscripte,
himself the gem of the old curivsity shop, with
short-cropped ereet gray bair. his great bowed
glusses #lid down on his nose, his collar thrown
open on bis shoulders, in a capuchin-colored froek,
and slippers sans Leels and saue toes, alone like a
bear in # hollow trunk feeding on himself, aloof
frem the world, dead to its cbarms, alive to its ful-
lies, despising most modern seulpture, adoring the
(Gireeks in the Parthenon sud the Romaus in Tre-
jun's and Tituw's srches, respecting Flaxman and
Thorwalsden as much as they deserve, worshiping
even at the shrine of the best in painting, bowing
to Titian in Venice and Raphael in Rome, respect-
ing others ar they approach the exeellence of draw-
ing in the one snd the perfoction of generalization
in the other, a monowunise in the knowledge of
the autiyue and -rull-tnn- and the art of lines in
pictures, but iutenetable to color and chiaroscuro,
sl most of all eecentric among the artists in be-
ing free from envy, jealonsy and evil spraking—the
iunfesting barpies of the gnobler ones of the pro-
fessiun,

After eoffee in the café, we go to the Vatican, It

i« like  leves on public days; everybody goes and
woets his friends.  All the halls are open, small
fees suved, and one’s vanity gratified in being seen
at the shrine of Art when the Grundys pass through.
Compliments wingle in the devotions, iuanities are
beard, the best things overlooked, or applauded
from the guide books, balf the things cut off from
siew by the erond, and the rest turned to the ex-
woee of spirit und wenriness of the flesh: and if
Illn:ph--mj' e n calling of good evil, and evil good,
1 duv uot know where the unpardonsble sin is so un-
blushingly committed ns here on Mondays.

But as extremes will sometimes meet, and lone-
liness seize one in # crowd, so Leather Stocking
totehed me on the shoulder, snd whispered to me not
to betray him aud he would show me something, and
then led me to the spirit of the suffering Amazons,
and after tothe Minerva, in the * nuoro braccio, " and
chiwed me ber, all pew sguin, as if [ had never seen
ber, She stood in profoundest meditation, breath-
wie inwardly aud movelessly as when the soul sinks
deepest, still us o statue, traustixed with thought,
bher bewd inclied forward, bier eyes looking down,
s fixed and abstracted that you might have spoken
thrice and she remuined deaf.  She is the Goddess
of Wisdow, with all the truths of the universe on
her mind, nod veeds must think, and as ber artist
Kew his business, be nade her the best thinker in all
marble, and our Mise Cushian, being akin to the
Wisdom famnily, bus sent a caxt of this Miserva to the
Boston Athensum.

THE SHIP MINERVA ASHORE.
SAFETY OF PASSENGENS AND CHEW,

The vesse! reported by the steamship Roanoke,
ashure north of Harnegat, proves to be the Bremen
sbip Minerva, Capt. Wieting, from Rotterdam.  Kbe
lies broadside on the beach at Cranberry lulet, twelve
miles uorth of Haruegat Inlet.  Capt. Brown, ap agenst
of the Underwriters, eamne up on Tuesday morning and
reports (hat she went ashore at 1 o'clock ou Munday
morning, during & severe storm from the porth-east,

The weather was so thick at the time that oothing
could be seen of the beach before the «hip got into
the breakers. The Minerve had four passeugers ouly
on board, who, with her crew, safely landed on the
beneh in the ship's boats st abont 10 o'clock ou the
same morning. No bopes are entertained of «nving
the vessel. as she rolls heavily with every sea, and
evary time =he cante off shore the waves dash upon
her decks with erushing violegpee,

" Indeed, it is more than probable tint ber decks huve
been stove alrgady. When last beard from she had
six feet of water in Ler hold.  She is & serew ship of
#32 tuns, ranking A 1, having been built in Bremen,
where she ir owned, 10 1855 This wus her firt voy
age to thie port, where she was consipned to Charles
Luling. Her cargo, consisting of gin, brandy, grapes,
&c., may be saved in o damaged condition,

THE LAST OF THE NEW-HAMPEHIRE.

We learn from Messrs, Johnson & Higgens, the
wieckers that the packet=hip New-Hampehire, which
drove nshore a fortuight ago, on Junes's Beach, Long
I<lend, went to pieces during the storm on Monday.

Up to Suuday woon everything worked all right, the
thip was pumped out and 48 hoars of good weather
would pave cosbled the wreekers 1o get her aflost and
brig ber to the city, But the weather begao to
change, and the ~ea rose to o dangerous hight, com-
peliing the men to leave her,

So covfident were they, howsver, that it would clear
off, that they left the valuable stesin-pumps of the Un-
derwriters on board, ‘The starm, petead of subsiding,
increased o fury, and on Mooday masning the s
broke along tie beach with tremendous forve, wave
succveding wave jusach mpir.l aud farive succession
that the fate of the old ship was inevitable.

For about ten minutes she withatood the sbock of
the wildest YVrenkers, the foam carling to ber tops,
apparently unhurt; bat at length she began to trembile,
tien her foremast oplit and shivered into stome, as
thoogh struck by lightning: oext her main nnd mizzen
masts worked upeasily to sod fro, and finally, as
though by magie, she crumbled into pieces o oo
instant. and of all her timbers that came oo shore,
put cpe could be found exceeding a dozen feet in
length. so complete wan her destruetion.

A lotter from Freeport, L, 1., says:

wThe old ship New-Hampshire, which came ashore
wome time sigee on Jones's Beach, was by the violence
of the recent storm bruken to pieces on the morning of
the 2th April.  She has entirely gone to pieces, or at
least that tumun of the hull aboyve nm’im.
